Dip hall the lot of blotters in water ; let them drain off a few moments; then 
place a dry blotter between each wet one; give them a few moments squeeze in 
Press and they will remain wet for three days ; thou take an oil-sheet; place it 
to the left; then lay a wet blotter; then turn leaf o! Copying over on blotter; 
then lay your letter on ; then another oil-sheet, and so on ; and you can copy 
all your letters at one time; thereby saving time. With a little care and 
experience, at first, as to wetting, you will be so well pleased, as never to re¬ 
sume the old way.
